SALEM, Ore. (AP) — Gov. Barbara Roberts has ac- 
cused Republican gubernatonal candidate Denny Smith of 
using the upcoming parole of a convicted murderer as a 
political springboard 

“T am appalled by your continued attempts to tum the 
Justice system into a springboard for your political aspira- 
tons,” Roberts said Tuesday 

Smith wrote Roberts in protest of Friday's scheduled 
release of John Rickman, 41, who served 11 years in prison 
for fatally shooting a woman in the forehead. 

“For every John Rickman we release, we sacrifice part of 
Our safety,” Smith wrote 

The Parole Board could have kept Rickman behind bars 
for up to two more years, but decided to parole him based on 
his “extraordinary accomplishments while in prison.” 

Smith said Rickman was cited for narcotics violations 
and assault while in prison 

“We have no evidence of his reform, and it is an Outrage 
that the Parole Board plans to release him,” Smith said 

Roberts, however, said Rickman has been an exemplary 
prisoner since 1988 and the Parole Board believes he has a 
“high chance of suecess on parole.” 

Roberts said Smith's publicizing the issue was “uTespon-

SACRAMENTO(AP) ~~ A lawsuit has been filed by the 
Silicon Valley businessman whose nomination to the Uni 
versity of Califorma Board of Regents was rejected by the 
Senate last month 

Lester Lee filed a lawsuit in Sacramento Supenor Court 
Saying he was rejected on political grounds and was discrimi- 
nated against because he is Chinese-American 

Appointed by Republican Gov. Pete Wilson, Lee was the 
first regent nominee to fail to be confirmed in 111 years 

Senators who opposed him said they did not like his 
support for UC fee increases during the vear he served on the 
board before his confirmation bearing 

The lawsuit said the Senate overstepped its constitutional 
authonty by applying a political test to Lee. The suit also said 
the Senate has approved white nominees to the Califomia 
State University board who have the same opinion on fees as 
he has 

“If he is notretumed as are gent. he feels the independence 
of the university will be endangered because it’s mn to 
become a political playground.” said Lee's attomey, Barry

Bigany and in-vitro fertilization are not 
topics that fiction writers seem to tap into 
every day. Yet, Mary Higgins Clark's latest 
New York Times best-seller to hit the paper 
back shelves, “I'll Be Seeing You,” not only 
addresses these topics, but ties them together 
in a compelling if not a late night page 
turning novel 

Mystery novels can be frustrating. If the 
book is too predictable, the incentive to con 
tinue reading is gone. If the reader does not 
fee! they have a sporting chance to figure out 
the mystery, they often feel cheated. 

Clark has become one of the more popu 
lar writers of this genre. And her latest effort 
manag¢s to strike a comfortable balance be- 
tween loo complex and too predictable 

“Tl Be Seeing You" is the story of Meghan 
Collias, a news anchor who finds herself 
investigating her father, who may or may not 
be dead. The investigation leads her to many 
unpleasant discoveries, including a sibling 
she never knew she had. 

Clark has a true storytelling instinct, she 
is also very consistent in her ability to follow 
the many story lines she creates. 

What is good about “I'll Be Seeing You” 
18 that itis not nearly as predictable as “Loves 
Music, Loves to Dance,” another Clark best- 
seller. Yet, it also allows the reader to feel
